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Sir: 

This paper is submitted in response to the Official Action dated June 3, 2003. In the 
Action, restriction is required between Group (I), Claims 1-11 and 14-30; and Group (II), Claims 
12-13 and 31-33. 

Applicants hereby elect the subject matter of Group (I), Claims 1-11 and 14-30 for 
prosecution in this application. This election is made with traverse, and it is understood that the 
Applicants' rights to the filing of a divisional application directed to the non-elected subject 
matter under 35 U.S.C. §120 and 35 U.S.C. §121 are retained. 

Applicants note that unity of this invention is admitted at the international preliminary 
examination report in the international phase of this PCT application. Applicants assert that this 
shows that the invention meets PCT Rule 13.1. 
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Applicants respectfully submit that it is unclear as to why the Examiner refers to Bishop 
et al. (U.S. Patent No. 2,552,084). If, as the Examiner asserts, Bishop et al. says a refrigerator 
lubricating oil composition may contain mineral oil, a halogenated hydrocarbon, and an ethylene 
oxide, such information would not mean a refrigerator lubricating oil composition must not 
contain esters or alicyclic dicarboxylic acid diesters. Therefore, Applicants fail to see the point 
of the Examiner's statement. 

The present inventors have discovered ester compounds having special properties that are 
suitable for the refrigerator lubricating oil compositions. Applicants assert that these compounds 
are the special technical feature of this invention.
